TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CARDIFF  PORT 
SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1924.  Certain  occurrences  deserve  special  mention  because 
of  their  bearing  on  the  question  of  the  introduction  of  infection  by  sea. 

Plague. — No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  in  Cardiff  for  many  years,  but  its  tendency  to  spread 
throughout  the  world  is  being  watched  with  anxiety  by  all  public  health  officers,  and  especially  those 
attached  to  Port  Sanitary  Authorities.  In  this  connection  the  circumstances  connected  with  a vessel  which 
recently  berthed  in  Cardiff  are  somewhat  alarming.  This  vessel  arrived  in  August  from  the  South  American 
Coast  and  the  Master  reported  that  she  was  free  from  rats  and  that  the  crew  were  all  well.  She  lay  at  the 
buoys  in  one  of  the  docks  during  most  of  her  stay  in  port  but  was  boarded  again  when  she  went  under 
the  tips  before  sailing.  Again  she  was  given  a clean  bill  of  health.  About  a fortnight,  however,  after 
sailing  from  Cardiff,  two  cases  of  plague  occurred  among  the  hands.  In  the  meantime  she  had  touched  at 
no  other  port. 

Now,  we  know  that  plague  occurring  in  such  circumstances  is  invariably  associated  with  rat- 
infection  and  subsequent  fumigation  of  this  vessel  at  Suez  resulted  in  ten  dead  rats  being  found. 
Apparently  these  were  not  examined  for  plague  bacilli,  but  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  some  of  them 
were  infected.  Almost  certainly  this  vessel  brought  these  rats  with  her  from  South  America  and  the  fact 
that  they  were  present  in  such  small  numbers  led  to  the  Master’s  statement  that  she  was  free  from  rats. 
But  there  is  also  a possibility  that  the  rats  passed  over  from  some  other  vessel  against  which  she  was  lying 
at  the  docks. 

The  important  point  is  that,  if  this  vessel  or  any  other  vessel  which  brought  these  rats  had  been 
lying  at  the  quayside,  the  warehouses  and  the  town  might  have  become  infested  with  plague  infected  rats, 
and  an  extensive  outbreak  might  have  been  started. 

These  facts  reveal  the  loop-holes  which  necessarily  exist  in  any  reasonably  limited  scheme  for  con- 
trolling the  entry  of  infectious  disease  conveyed  by  sea.  It  should  be  added  that  the  system  of  inspection 
of  vessels  in  docks,  especially  for  rat  infestation,  has  been  reorganised  with  the  object  of  reducing  this  risk 
to  a minimum,  but  the  supervision  of  vessels  lying  at  the  buoys  presents  a problem  which  has  not  yet  been 

solved. 


The  examination  of  rats  for  plague  bacilli  proceeds  as  formerly  and  Dr.  Simpson,  of  the  Welsh 
National  Museum,  has  again  kindly  contributed  a report  on  the  types  of  rat  caught  and  the  Heas  infesting 

them. 


National  Rat  Week — Propoganda  regarding  destruction  of  rats  was  vigorously  carried  on  during 
the  week  ended  8th  November,  192 +,  with  satisfactory  results.  A full  report  by  Dr.  Coulthard  is  included 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  Corporation. 
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F umigation  WITH  Hydrocyanic  Acid  Gas During  the  year  two  vessels  were  fumigated  in  this 
way  by  a private  firm.  The  work  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department.  From  my 
personal  observation  1 am  able  to  state  that  this  method  is  free  from  danger  in  the  hands  of  experts  and 
experiments  which  were  made  demonstrated  to  my  satisfaction  that  it  is  far  and  away  the  most  efficient 
and  expeditious  means  of  ridding  a vessel  of  rats  and  all  sorts  of  vermin. 


Smallpox. — Only  one  case  occurred  in  the  Port  during  the  year  but  the  circumstances  pointed  to 
an  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  This  patient  sickened  and  was  sent  into  hospital  in  a foreign  port  but 
allowed  to  leave  there  and  return  to  Cardiff  while  still  infectious.  Fortunately  he  was  rapidly  detected 
and  isolated  here,  and  no  subsequent  cases  occurred.  The  facts  were  communicated  to  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Scavenging  and  Latrine  Accommodation  at  the  Docks. — The  visits  paid  by  American 
and  British  Naval  Vessels  during  the  year  raised  these  questions  prominently.  While  it  is  a fact  that 
such  large  bodies  of  men  rarely  arrive  in  vessels  here,  it  is  the  case  that  some  of  the  latrines  are  so  arranged 
as  to  cause  pollution  of  the  docks  and  that  there  are  not  sufficient  latrines  on  the  quayside  to  make  it 
possible  to  insist  on  the  ships’  latrines  being  sealed  while  in  port.  This  is  a difficult  problem  in  all  ports 
which  are  frequented  by  a mixed  population,  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  necessary  process  of  education  can- 
not be  begun  until  the  conveniences  are  adequate. 


The  arrangements  also  for  scavenging  vessels  in  Cardiff  Docks,  as  in  many  others,  are  far  from 
satisfactory. 


Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920. — In  connection  with  this  Act  the  Authority  in  1922,  at  the  request 
of  the  Ministry,  authorised  me  to  issue  certificates  to  enable  masters  of  vessels  to  replenish  their  supplies 
of  drugs  scheduled  under  the  Act.  Three  such  certificates  were  signed,  the  drugs  required  being  as  follows: —

This  arrangement  is  not  entirely  satisfactory.  Although  an  inspection  of  the  medicine  chest  is 
made  in  each  instance  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  that  drugs  have  not  been  recently  purchased  at  some 
other  port  and  concealed.  Moreover  the  drugs  for  which  we  are  authorised  to  grant  certificates  are  in 
some  cases  in  a form  unfamiliar  to  the  Masters  of  foreign  vessels. 


General. — I have  again  to  record  with  gratitude  the  cordial  relations  which  continue  with 
H.M.  Collector  of  Customs,  the  Waterguard  Superintendent  and  his  Staff,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Great 
Western  Railway  (Docks)  Police.  I also  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  referring  to  the  approaching 
retirement  of  Chief  Inspector  David  Jenkins,  whose  unfailing  courtesy  and  amazing  energy  have  done  much 
to  facilitate  my  own  work  in  connection  with  the  Port.  I think  the  Authority  realise  that  they  have  never 
had  a more  loyal  and  efficient  officer  in  their  service.

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Section  2 

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  The  Tables  in  this  Section  show,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  sickness  of  all  kinds  on  board 
ships,  arriving  or  otherwise,  dealt  with  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff,  as  well  as  those  which  definitely  fall 
into  the  category  of  infections. 

These  cases  are  reported  to  the  inspectors  who  board  every  vessel  arriving.  Warning  messages 
are  sometimes  received  from  Lloyd’s  Signal  Stations  at  Barry  Island  and  Penarth  but  there  is  no  arrange- 
ment for  receiving  wireless  intimations  of  approaching  infectious  disease.  The  nearest  Receiving  Station 
for  wireless  messages  is  Milford  Haven,  over  one  hunded  miles  distant. 

The  work  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital  is  recorded 
here,  although  it  ranks  for  grant  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  and  not  as  a part  of  Port  Sanitary 
Administration.  The  Clinic  is  strictly  confined  to  bona  fide  seafaring  men,  and  naturally  falls  within  the 
province  of  port  administration. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  remains  at  a fairly  steady  level.  The  apparent 
increase  in  recent  years,  shown  in  Table  Vi.,  being  entirely  due  to  the  increased  number  of  diseases 
brought  under  the  purview  of  the  Department  by  the  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc.) 
Regulations,  1919.

— No  vessel  required  to  be  dealt 
with  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  the  9th  September,  1907. 
The  question  of  Plague  has  been  dealt  with  in  the  introduction  to  this  report. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  Hospital  at  Flat  Holm  Island,  wheie  accommodation  is  pro- 
vided for  sixteen  patients  suffering  from  cholera,  yellow  fever  or  plague,  and  for  staff,  administration, 
cremation,  etc.,  has  not  been  in  use  during  the  past  year.  It  has,  however,  been  kept  in  good  order  and 
readiness  for  use  in  any  emergency. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — Continuous  inspection  was  ^made  and  measures 
taken  on  and  around  the  docks,  premises,  lands,  etc.,  during  the  year  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction) 
Act,  1919,  and  as  the  result  of  baiting  with  poisons,  4,449  rats  and  1,097  m'ce  were  found  dead.  During  the 
year  the  rat-catcher  was  engaged  on  board  38  vessels  and  on  53  occasions  in  warehouses  on  the  docks  and 
the  total  number  of  rats  caught  and  subsequently  destroyed  amounted  to  1,917  and  mice  2 

A special  campaign  was  conducted  during  National  Rat  Week,  ended  8th  November,  1924. 

Two  notices  were  served  on  Masters  of  vessels  under  the  above  Act. 

The  Bacteriologist  (Dr  Parry  Morgan)  examined  104  rats  caught  on  vessels  or  in  warehouses  for 
evidence  of  Plague,  the  result  being  negative  in  each  case  ; while  21 1 rats  were  examined  for  classification 
and  for  the  purpose  of  identification  of  the  fleas  infesting  them,  by  Dr.  Jas.  J.  Simpson,  Keeper  of  Zoology, 
Welsh  National  Museum,  whose  report  is  included  in  this  section. 

Enquiries  are  made  on  board  every  vessel  arriving  as  to  the  presence  of  rats  or  as  to  abnormal 
infestation  or  unusual  mortality  among  them. 

The  following  tables  show  in  detail  the  results  of  the  measures  taken  and  of  the  examinations 

made.

Methods  of  Rat  Destruction  in  the  City  of  Cardiff.— (As  distinct  from  the  Port)  : — The 
method  mainly  employed  in  the  City  is  baiting.  Baits  are  regularly  laid  by  sewermen  in  sewers  and  on 
canal  banks,  while  large  quantities  of  poison  are  used  on  private  premises ; all  this  work  being  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department. 

As  already  stated,  a special  effort  against  rats  was  made  during  National  Rat  Week.  A 
considerable  number  of  rats  found  on  premises  are  of  the  black  variety,  though,  of  course,  those  killed  in 
sewers,  etc.,  are  consistently  brown.

Xenopsylla  Brasiliansis  has  never  before  been  recorded  from  a European  port.  It  is  common 
in  Tropical  Africa  and  India,  and  has  been  introduced  into  South  America.  Seventeen  specimens  of 
Xenopsylla  cheopis , the  plague  flea,  were  obtained  from  nine  rats  from  the  s.s.  “ Dungeness  ” from  Rosario, 
while  four  specimens  were  obtained  from  ten  rats  from  the  s.s.  “ Portreath  ” from  La  Plata.  No 
Xenopsylla  cheopis  were  found  in  rats  outside  the  Port  Sanitary  Area.

Leaflets  relating  to  the  treatment  centres  (in  different  languages)  are  also  distributed  by  the 
Inspectors  on  arrival.  During  the  year  Inspector  Jenkins  arranged  for  a translation  of  one  of  these 
leaflets  into  Chinese  and  Arabic  which  were  handed  to  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  for  such  use  as  he  might  think  desirable. 

SCABIES. — During  the  year  26  cases  of  Scabies  amongst  seamen  were  treated  at  the  Corporation 
Cleansing  and  Disinfecting  Station. 

VERMINOUS  PERSONS.- — No  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  during  the  year 
in  which  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  disinfection  and  cleansing  for  eradication  of  vermin.

Section  4 


INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING  FOR  DEFECTS  OF  SANITATION. 


During  the  year  7,086  vessels,  with  a total  tonnage  of  5,952,656,  were  inspected  on  arrival.  The 
crews  carried  by  these  vessels  numbered  126,057  hands.  In  addition,  4,002  re-inspections  were  made  of 
ships  in  dock,  making  a total  of  11,088  Nine  written  notices  were  served  and  601  verbal  orders  given  to 
masters  of  vessels  in  connection  with  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  on  board  ships. 


Articles  of  clothing  belonging  to  seamen  to  the  number  of  887,  were  disinfected  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  1,861  dirty  or  infected  beds  were  destroyed.  The  lighters  carrying  grain,  patent  fuel,  etc., 
in  the  docks,  have  been  periodically  examined,  cleansed,  disinfected,  and  repaired  during  the  year.  The 
fishing  boats  and  fish  wharves  have  been  regularly  visited,  cleansed,  and  disinfected.

The  foregoing  tables  afford  evidence  of  useful  work  performed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority,  and  show  that  the  inspection  of  Shipping  in  the  Port  has  resulted  in  a great 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  floating  population. 


The  chief  defects  found  on  board  ships  were  : — -Defective  side  ports  and  prisms,  bulkheads,  floors 
hawse  pipes  and  cable  casings,  defective  stoves  funnels  and  flanges,  ventilator  cowls  and  ventilation, 
lighting  and  drainage,  leaky  decks,  defective  or  unlined  iron  decks  over  bunks,  causing  damp  beds,  etc., 
defective  lamps,  water  tanks  and  casks,  also  defective  water  closets. 

Very  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Inspectors. 

INSPECTION  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  206  samples  of  drinking  water  from  vesssels  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist 
and  Analyst  (Mr.  Sugden),  the  results  of  the  examinations  of  which  are  summarised  in  the  following  table.

Section  6. 

INSPECTIONS  UNDER  THE  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1894  to  1918. 

(a)  The  Canine  Animals  Order,  1909,  and  the  Importation  of  Dogs  Order,  1914  and 
1918. — During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1924,  879  dogs  were  imported  from  foreign 
countries  by  ships,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  during  their  stay  in  Port  to  see  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Order  were  carried  out. 

(b)  Foreign  Animals  Order,  1910. —During  the  year,  twenty  vessels  arrived  at  this 
Port  with  the  following  animals  on  board,  from  scheduled  countries,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, viz. : — Cattle  13  ; Sheep  4 ; Goats  2 ; Swine  44.  Total  63. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  to  see  that  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  were  carried  out. 

When  any  of  the  ships  left  for  other  ports  in  Great  Britain,  the  Authorities  at  those  ports 
were  notified. 

Proceedings  against  Masters  for  infringements  of  the  Order  were  taken  in  13  instances  and 
fines  amounting  to  £12  13s.  Od,  were  imposed. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cattle  landed  at  the  Port  during  the  year. 

A Circular  Letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  dated  the 
13th  March,  1923,  making  Cardiff  an  approved  Landing  Place  for  cattle  under  the  Importation 
of  Canadian  Cattle  Order  of  1923.  (Dated  9th  March,  1923).  Also  on  October  16th,  1923, 
Cardiff  was  made  an  approved  Landing  Place  for  Irish  Animals.
